The big yellow bulk of the trans- 
atlantic plane was first discerned 
over a misty squall above Southamp- 
ton water a few minutes after 1 
o'clock. For a moment the machine 
appeared off its course, heading up 
the river, but her convoy of two air- 
planes her on the right course 
again and the Friendship came grace- 
fully to the surface at exactly 1:19 
after a flight from Burry Port of two 
hours and two minutes. 

From the cockpit showed 
smiling faces of Stultz and Miss Ear- 
hart. As soon as the machine settled 
on the water the side doors were 
opened and Gordon dropped to one 
of the pontoons. 

Tow ropes were fastened to ths 
plane and it was towed three-quar- 
ters of a mile to the landing-staze of 
the Imperial Airways. A boat carry 
ing Mrs. Frederick Guest, sponsor of 
the flight. tied up alongside the plane 
and brought the party ashore. 

“Well Done, My Girl” 
Karhart was taken off first, 
and as Mrs. Guest embraced her th:

done, my girl.” Miss Earhart smiled 
and thanked Mrs. Guest. The partv 
was then brought ashore by John M. 
Savage, American Consul, and was 
presented to Mrs. L. M. Welsh, 
Southampton’s woman Mayor. Later 
a little girl from the American con- 
sulate presented Miss Earhart with 
a bouquet of roses, while photogra- 
phers took hundreds of pictures. 

All the way up Southampton Water 
the American fliers “Were greeted 
with deep-throated sirens and whis- 
tles from the ocean greyhounds and 
other shipping, and everything that 
would make a noise was set to swell 
the welcome, 

All along the shipbuilding 
and docks, the shore was black witn 
workmen, some of them appearing 
with tools in hand as they left the 
work benches, to give Miss Earhar!

come. It was with difficulty the 
police cleared a path from the land- 
ing boat to the motor car. Miss Fai 
hart, Mrs. Guest and a few friend 
crossed the ferry into Southampton 
and the route was crowded with 
spectators from the poorest parts o! 
the city, who greeted the fliers with 
cheers. 

A Smiling, Demure Figure 

When the party reached the other 
side of the ferry, they were picked 
up by a squad of Mounted police who 
surrounded their waiting automobile 
and escorted them to a hotel, where 
they planned to rest. awhile before 
going to London by road.

“planetary thinker” by Dr. John H. 


Finley, an editor on the New York 
Times, in the commencement day 
address at Stanford University.

AST fall a college was inaugu- 
rated at the University of Wis- 
consin “to formulate and to test, 

under experimental conditions, sug- 
gestions for the improvement of 
methods of teaching, the content of 
study, and the determining condi- 
tions of ufidergraduate liberal educa- 
tion.” Now, at the close of its first 
year, the conditions and procedure of 
the *experiment can be stated in 
terms, not of theory, but of experi- 
ence. 

The first problem which we at- 
tempted to face was this: Can a 
state university combine with its 
great advantages in resources, Mma- 
terial and personal, the intimate and 
stimulating contact between teacher 
and student realized in the best of 
our small colleges? The aim of the 


Experimental College was to createy 


a small community of liberal learn- 
ing within the university. Adams 
Hall, one of the new dormitories on 
Lake Mendota, became the home for 
a group of 119 freshmen. In order 
to make the experiment genuinely 
yaluable for a state university, stu- 
dents were accepted in order of their 
application, until the available dorm- 
itory rooms were filled; the students 
were not a picked group, but repre- 
sented a fair cross-section. This con- 
clusion is confirmed by our personne! 
records and the results of psycho- 
logical and placement tests. As far 
as possible the effort was made to 
have the 11 faculty members also 
represent a cross-section in rank; 
and they have continued to give in- 
struction, usually in one advanced 
course, in the university. In other 
words, the experiment was planned 
to furnish results applicable to any 
normal university situation. 
A Working Community 


In Adams Hall have neen the stud- 
jes (and, in the case of the bachelor 
teachers, living quarters) of the fac- 
ulty advisers. We have been a com- 
munity working together in terms of 
friendship, based on a common intel- 
lectual experience—a fraternity, it 
might be called, of learning. 

The second problem was this: 
What methods of instruction can be 
found of special value in teaching 
underclassmen? Breaking away from 
the traditional American method of 
instruction, based largely on lectures 
and classroom recitations, we 
founded our teaching definitely on 
the personal conference. At the be- 
ginning of the year each teacher was 
given a dozen or less boys to advise; 
after every six weeks a redistribution 
has been made, so that the groups 
and their advisers have been well 
mingled on the course of the year. 
Each boy has visited his adviser for 
one individual conference or more a 
week, in the course of which the two 
have gone over the student’s written 
work and discussed the issues in- 
volved in the assigned reading. Once 
a week the entire group has met with 
its adviser for a conference lasting 
often an entire morning. 

Of course, much of the value of the 
recitation method has been retained 
in these conferences, but the proce- 
dure has been made personal and in- 
timate. Lectures have by no means 
been abandoned. The entire class 
has met several times a week with 
various members of the college fac- 
ulty, other teachers in the university, 
and visitors from outside. But here, 
again, the formal element has been 
avoided: such lectures have become 
familiar talks, given when the study

The suggestion that the education 
authority should be wholly responsi- 
ble for the supply of books for chil- 
dren without the public library shar- 
ing in it in any way is one which, 
as Mr. Jast points out, no one who 
understands the full position can 
agree. The arguments for such a 
course are: (1) The teacher knows 
better than the librarian the books 
which the children like and ought 
to read.

subjects? We have tried a new plan: 
to study with him instead a complete 
civilization, in the analysis of which 
we have encountered essential prob- 
lems of human living and have seen 
how they were met and how various 
elements were correlated in the 
scheme of life of an _ intelligent 
people. 

For the first vear we have studied 
the Greek civilization, chiefly in the 
fifth century, B. C. During that brief 
period a singularly gifted people 
created a culture rich in specific at- 
tainment in many ways, and unusu- 
ally well organized in terms of 
philosophy of values. The material 
is not only important, but is also 
well defined and arranged for study; 
it is, therefore, especially suitable for 
freshmen. It offers for teaching pur- 
poses the value of contrast with con- 
temporary life. In the sophomore 
year we plan to bring home this con- 
trast by a similar study of American 
civilization.

O WRITE in praise of the 
younger Pliny is not merely a 
pleasure but almost a duty. It is 
a genuine pleasure to praise him be- 
cause he, more than any other ancient 
Roman we could name, is always 
his reader’s friend; and it is a duty 
to praise him‘partly becau8e he de- 
sired literary fame more than most 
men and did far more than most to 
attain and deserve it, partly because 
he was always so eager to advance 
the reputations of others. Few 
writers of any age have enjoyed more 
than he did what Swinburne some- 


where calls “the pure pleasure of | 
it seems only just) 


praising,” and 


that he should receive now and then | 


the same generosity which he always 


showed. 

Literary ambitions have never been 
keener than.they were in the smell 
company of cultured Romans which 
is brought before us so vividly in 
Pliny’s letters. Every member of the 
group, though he might be a consul, 
a proconsul, or secretary to the 
Emperor in his daily walk, nourished 
hopes of the laurel crown and toiled 
early and late over his epic, his 
tragedy, his book of lyrics, or his 
_monumental history which was to 
send his name resounding through 
the ages. A few of Pliny’s literary 
friends, to be sure, have won tite 
fame they sought, for we do remem- 
ber Tacitus and Suetonius and Mar- 
tial, but the very name of the doughty 
general Vestricius Spurinna would be 
unknown to us, in spite of his deli- 
cate lyrics in Greek and Latin, if it 


had not been preserved in the pages , 


chariots as they rode from their 
villas into Rome or back again. Al- 
most all that we know of their heroic 
endeavors is what Pliny has pre- 
served for us in the casual, breezy, 
off-hand letters which he jotted down 
as time and occasion served. Gen- 
erous and enthusiastic almost to @ 
fault in his admirations, a friend first 
and a critic afterward, with a keen 
eye for character and a swift pen for 
drawing it, he brings before us most 
vividly these literary aspirants who 
gathered in the summers of long ago 


about Lake Como, Tibur, and the Bay 
of Naples. 

All this immensely valuable record 
of the past we owe entirely to Pliny’s 
friendliness, to his desire to be help- 


‘ful. In one letter we find him coun- 


| seling a friend about the choice of a 


tutor for his sons, in another lie 
praises a young lawyer for his con- 
duct of a pleading at the bar, and 
in a third he gives advice about the 
management of a country estate. 
Feeling most deeply the necessity of

The Ottawa Carillon 


In conclusion, there is one feature 
of which I desire to make special 
‘mention. It is the inecription which 
/appears on the largest bell. In the 
‘fewest possible words, the inscrip- 
tion seeks to epitomize the purpose 
‘of the carillon as a national me- 
morial, commemorative of the Peace, 
and of the service and sacrifice which 
contributed to that great end. It 
appears in both English and French, 
doubly significant when one recalls 
the association of the two peoples 
in the Great War and in our country’s 
story. 

The inscription reads: 


This carillon was installed 
by authority of Parliament 
to commemorate 
the Peace of 1918 
and 
to keep in remembrance 
the service and sacrifice 
of Canada 
in the Great War 


_“By authority of Parliament,” 
there is something splendidly im- 
pressive in those words! There is No 
comparable authority in the affairs 
of state. “To commemorate” and “to 


ert 


keep in remembrance,” what words 
more full of meaning will be found 
in our language! To Leonardo da 
Vinci we owe much for the portrayal 
of the sacrament with which these 
words will ever be associated. How 
full of kindred meaning they are 
when applied to the service and 6ac- 
rifice of our young country, and to 
a peace which relates itself to the 
entire world! Around the rim of the 
bell which carries the inscription, 
are the words: 

“Glory to God in the Highest and 
on Earth Peace, Goodwill toward 
men.” 

Such is the message of the carillon 
—a message of rejoicing and thanks- 
giving known in Biblical lore as 
“The Angels’ Song.” It was heard 
from ithe skies nearly twenty cen- 
turies ago by a few shepherds who 
were watching théir flocks by night. 
Back to the skies it returns at noon 
today, not the echo of a mystical 
strain heard on a Judean moor, but 
the voice of a nation in thanksgiving 
and praise which will sound over 
land and 6ea to the uttermost parts 
of the earth, and which, from the 
place where we are now assembled, 
may yet, in the course of time, be 


borne down the centuries to come.

EDITORIALS 


— Results of a Royal Tour 


HE near future should give the world an 

interesting chance to watch Afghanistan’s 

growth in importance. The index measure 
may be the “news value,” both in the frequency 
and length of the “stories” that have to do with 
those Hindu Kush fastnesses, but back of such 
journalistic indications will lie, of course, an 
enhanced position commercially and diplomat- 
ically. With Amanullah, the mountainous land’s 
monarchical “salesman,” again returned to 
Kabul, it is definitely to be expected that early 
word will come through corollary to that royal 
jaunt, which included three of the six continents. 

Afghanistan has held no mean place in the 
regard of the great powers ever since the desira- 
bility of Asiatic interests first was recognized. In 
terms of strategic value it ranks high. Its war- 
loving tribesmen, for three generations, have 
s.mparted zest and color to England’s administra- 
tive problem along India’s northwest frontier: 
often enough the color has been too red, indeed, 
and in zest far too tragic. As a “buffer state,” 
between Russia and the great peninsula under 
the British Raj, .djplomatic prominence was 
added to this racial turbulence, nor did the un- 
derstanding reached in 1906 between Grey and 
Isvolsky prove of use for more than a brief 
dozen years. What imperial St. Petersburg 
accepted, sovietized Moscow has _ repudiated, 
albeit neither officially nor franklv. Bolshevist 
Russia, defeated yesterday in its hope of launch- 
ing “the world revolution” in Europe, today 
turns to Asia with the same sinister desire, and 
on¢ of the roads to the goal runs from the Urals 
down through Khiva and Khandahar. Amanul- 
lah made a most friendly visit to London, to be 
sure, but to Moscow as well—the first call which 
a crowned head has made in Russia since Com- 
munism sat in the saddle. So the ancient city of 
Rurik had the last word. What’s to be the 
upshot? . 

Again: What reactions upon the situations in 
Egypt and India may be expected to follow this 
wholly new contact with the non-Moslem world, 
set up by the progress of a potentate who calls 
himself Ameer no longer, but King, to be the 
closer to the Occident,. orientally absolute 
though he remains? In both Cairo and Delhi the 
status quo is uncertain: restless is too pale a 
word for accuracy in either connection. Will this 
Muhammadan ruler, of a land now in its eighth 
year of full independence, use his lately empha- 
sized prestige to influence those discussions? 

There is also the far broader and less pre- 
carious matter of the development of the wealth 
of this proud Asian folk, now led by so enterpris- 
ing an autocrat. There is a deal there to be 
opened up for use: coal and copper, oil and iron 
merely stand first on a long list of national 
assets. Outside capital will be needed: expert 
knowledge will be imperative. To which text 
Amanullah has spoken categorically: ‘““‘We wish 
to obtain money for developing our industry and 
natural deposits,” he said, “but only on condition 
that no political purpose is pursued in connec- 
tiom with the loans.” It remains to be seen 
which states of the West are to gain admission 
and on what terms. Already German engineers 
have been engaged to investigate and report 
upon railway opportunities. United States capi- 
tal is reported to have won for itself the handling 
of mineral concessions, but also is a Russian 
loan rumored. There is still, then, an uncer- 
tainty about it all broad enough to be distinctly 
interesting. 

When starting on his journey, Amanullah re- 
marked: “I am going to show the world that this 
land of mine must be included on the maps.” 
This, assuredly, he has done. Afghan news, 
throughout the summer and fall, is going to 
make good reading. It may turn out to be of 
large international import. 


Canada’s Legation in Japan 


FTER one year’s experience of the prac- 
tical value of the Canadian legation at 
Washington, leaders on the Opposition side 


of the Dominion Parliament had no adverse: 


criticism to. offer when the opportunity to dis- 
cuss Vincent Massey’s work came during the 
voting of the estimates in the recent session. 
Provision to enlarge the field of Canadian serv- 
ice in France, by promoting the High Commis- 
sioner to the rank of Minister with a Canadian 
legation in Paris, has been similarly accepted 


without much serious objection on the part of . 


the Conservative Opposition. Before the session 
at Ottawa closed, however, the Conservative 
leader, R. B. Bennett, associated himself with 
Sir George Perley in opposing Canada’s pro- 
posed next step to appoint a Canadian Minister 
to Tokyo. 

The Conservative critics were inclined to the 
view that Canada is moving too rapidly in the 
direction of separate representation in foreign 
countries. They spoke of'the necessity of main- 
taining a united front on issues of foreign policy 
which are of concern to the whole British Com- 
monwealth. Mr. Bennett expressed the opinion 
that existing relations for the transaction of 
diplomatic business with Japan were adequate. 
He cited as an example the arrangement re- 
cently made to restrict the total number of 
Japanese immigrants to Canada to 150 a year. 
This arrangement had been made without a 


Canadian Minister in Tokyo. It would be more | 


|-to 12 per cent. It 


advantageous to Canada to appoint several more 
trade commissioners in the Orient, Mr. Bennett 
said, than to proceed with the policy of appoint- 
ing ministers. a 

The vote to establish the Canadian legation at 
Tokyo carried against the Conservative Opposi- 
tion’s protest. The Dominion Administration is 
convinced of the necessity of being represented 
by someone with the Canadian point of view in 
the Far East. Canada is a Pacific nation: Cana- 
dian interests across the Pacific are growing.

Taxes and Revenues 


HE reduction in taxes which has been au- 

thorized by the bill now signed by President 

Coolidge will probably not jeopardize the 
surplus in the Treasury, according to the esti- 
mates of the actuaries. This is reassuring in 
view of the fact that it was reckoned by the 
White House that the public finances could not 
stand a tax reduction in excess of $200,000,000. 
The law as enacted proposes reductions which 
will probably total $222,495,000. When it is real- 
ized that the Congress, in addition, authorized 
some rather heavy extra appropriations, the 
contemplated drain on the Treasury resources 
may easily be anticipated. 
000,000 was authorized for flood control] in the 
Mississippi Valley, probably not in excess of 
$15,000,000 will be available this year. And while 
it is planned to spend $200,000,000 in new gov- 
ernment buildings, probably only a few millions 
will be spent in the coming fiscal year. By thus 
distributing the expenditures under the authori- 
zations over a period of years, the Treasury 
receipts may be expected to keep well above the 
requirements of the annual expenditures. 

It must be remembered that when the pro- 
gram of tax reduction was proposed the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States held out 
for reductions amounting to some $400,000,000 
and insisted upon the reasonableness of that 
demand. This, however, was entirely out of har- 
mony with the fiscal plans of the Treasury, and 
President Coolidge made it plain that he would 
not countenance any such reduction. The inci- 
dent, nevertheless, served to make clear the fact 
that the Treasury surplus at the end of the next 
fiscal year, June 30, 1929, promises to be in 
excess of $400,000,000, and that together with 
the carried-over surplus, plus receipts from pay- 
ments on foreign debts, it may total a like sum 
in 1930. Such an estimate failed to take into 
account any large liquidation of the public debt 
of the United States, a thing in which the Treas- 
ury Department is greatly interested. 

During 1927 a saving of approximately $50,- 
000,000 in interest was effected through retire- 
ment and refunding of a portion of the public 
debt. The Treasury is engaged upon a similar 
program during the current fiscal year. No in- 
considerable portion of the Treasury surplus 
has been and still is being used for this purpose. 
It is expected shortly to have the debt reduced 
to a figure approximating $17,000,000,000. 
opportunity offers, further refunding will un- 
doubtedly be attempted. But such operations 
would be seriously jeopardized were the surplus 
greatly reduced. 

According to the actuaries, the new tax 
reduction law will remove immediately the tax 
on automobiles, which will cancel some $66,000,- 
000 in annual revenues that have been collected 
from that source. But little of this reduction 
will be effective during the current fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1928, but it will be fully opera- 
tive during the forthcoming fiscal year. The 
other big item in the new law is the reduction 
in the tax on corporations from 13!4 per cent 
is estimated that this will 
represent a reduction of $123,450,000, but inas- 
much as it will not become effective until Jan. 
1, 1929, only about half of that reduction in 
revenue will be accounted for during the next 
fiscal year. The other items in the law repre- 
sent but minor reductions which may well be 
offset by an increase in business and a corre- 
sponding compensation in government receipts. 
The next President, consequently, taking office 
on March 4, 1929, should find the Treasury in 
very good condition. 
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A Moral Question 


HE explosion of poison gas in the phosgene’ 


tanks at Hamburg may prove to be a not 
altogether unmitigated disaster if it calls 


‘the attention of civilized nations to the horrors 


associated with such chemicals. Whether the 
League of Nations, which is now responsible 
for seeing that the disarmament clauses of. the 
Treaty of Versailles are carried out as far as 
Germany is concerned, will institute an inquiry 
into the incident remains to be seen. The League 
has apparently the right to do so, if it has any 
reason to suppose that the phosgene stored at 
Hamburg was in excess of the limited amount 
which Germany is permitted for manufacturing 
purposes. But the general disposition is to wait 
to see what the new German Government will 
do, for it is recognized that if there has been 
an infringement of the law passed last year 
regulating the possession of gas by German 
firms it would be better for the Germans them- 
selves to deal with the matter. 

But although Germany might be deprived of 
her phosgene gas, she will still have the poten- 


tial means of manufacturing gas for military 


purposes in her dye and chemical factories, 
which, in so far as they are used for industrial 
purposes, cannot be suppressed. Indeed, all the 
great military and naval powers, including the 
United States, are working on the development 
of new ‘chemical weapons, if only to protect 
themselves against the possible hazards of 
poison gas. The League was forced to realize 
this at an early stage in the discussion on this 
subject when the most efficacious action it 
could recommend was that a committee of ex- 
perts should draw up a report on the effects of 
the use of existing discoveries in the contingency 
of war. 

In 1922, however, the Agreement of the Signa- 
tories of the Washington Naval Convention not 
to use poison gas against one another, and their 
invitation to other powers to take a similar 
Step, set the League thinking what more could 
be done. The result was that in 1922 a protocol 
was signed at Geneva by twenty-seven states 
prohibiting not only such use of gas but of bac- 
teriological methods also. So far, however, only 
three states have ratified this protocol, and the 
Subsequent discussions in the Preparatory Dis- 
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armament Commission have once more proved 
how difficult it is to arrive at any conclusion in 
this direction. 

The latest proposal is that countries should 
consent not to import the materiai needed exelu- 
sively for such chemical gases. But the difficulty 
of distinguishing between what is required for 
industrial purposes and what can be used solely 
for destructive pyrposes is almost insuperable. 
The League, therefore, can do very little in the 
way of practical steps along this line. So long 
as war is recognized as a legitimate means of 
settling international disputes, there will be no 
limit to the atrocities which one nation will pre- 
pare to inflict on another. Only the final renun- 
ciation of all war altogether and the substitution 
of peaceful means of settling disputes will safe- 
guard the civil populations of the world against 
the effect of such gas as escaped at Hamburg. 
The question of chemical warfare, like that of 
general disarmament, is, in short, a moral one, 
and will not be solved by nice calculations as to 
the destructive power of this or that weapon. 


Mrs. Willebrandt Emerges 


FFAIRS so shaped themselves at the recent 
A Kansas City convention as to bring sharply 

to the attention of the public the valuable 
and efficient service of Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney-General of the 
United States. Mrs. Willebrandt, as_ is well 
known, has since her appointment to office been 
directly in charge of federal prosecutions un- 
der the prohibition law. Her reception when she 
appeared on the speakers’ platform in the con- 
vention hall was a tribute to her efficient dis- 
charge of duty, as well as a spontaneous testi- 
mony to the regard in which the law is held by 
a vast majority of those in attendance. 

The assemblage there was a representative 
one, aS Was made apparent on many occasions 
during the deliberations on the floor and in the 
committee rooms. Its spontaneous applause 
may properly be regarded as indicating the 
attitude of Republicans in all sections of the 
country regarding what many allied with the 
opposition party seek to enlarge into and em- 
phasige as a paramount campaign issue. 

Those before and to whom Mrs. Willebrandt 
spoke gave no intimation that they or those 
whose representatives they were are divided 
upon the proposition that it is the duty of the 
people, after having prescribed a rule of action, 
first to observe that rule, and secondly to see to 
it that it is enforced, so far as possible, against 
those who violate its provisions. The ovation 
was symptomatic of what may properly be 
appraised as the prevailing sentiment of the 
American people. Mrs. Willebrandt, in her 
Official capacity, was the individual represent- 
ative of the authority delegated by the voters 
of the United States and the personification of 
the law itself. 


Where's the Plumber’? 


T IS a far call from the opinion of Seneca, 

who seems to have but little use for inven- 

tions designed to forward the domestic 
comfort and convenience of mankind, to the 
honor in which such inventions are now held. 
“In my own time,” wrote Seneca, “there have 
been inventions of this sort, transparent win- 
dows and tubes for diffusing warmth equally 
But the 
inventing of such things is drudgery for the 
lowest slaves.” Seneca, if he were now living 
in the United States, would no doubt be of a 
different opinion. He would probably not join 
the class in household mechanics recently 
started under the auspices of the _Y. M. C. A. 
in New York City; but he would have to admit 
that the status of invention has greatly changed. 
A man who completes the course referred to 
“should,” one reads, “be able to repair an elec- 
tric fan, replace a blown fuse, tell the positive 
from the negative pole of his radio battery, and 
read the gas and electric meters.”’ 

This apparently is the first course of its kind, 
designed to make the citizen student truly mas- 
ter of his house, its pipes and wires, radio set, 
oil heater, electric range and refrigerator, and 
other accessories of domestic happiness. When 
“something happens,” instead of waiting for 
the electrician, plumber or other expert, the 
graduate will presumably fix it himself, At first 
thought the idea seems detrimental to the busi- 
ness success of the plumbers, electricians, and 
other experts; but the beginning is modest, and 
these latter may well await the result with 
equanimity. Even supposing that such courses 
should be established all over the country, their 
ultimate success must depend not only on the 
enthusiasm of the students, but upon individual 
ability to’ remember the lessons over a long 
period. The domestic emergencies are infre- 
quent. Students, even though they may have 
graduated with honor, may therefore find that 
they have forgotten something when the home 
suddenly demands their attention several months 
afterward. One must keep in practice, and even 
the most enthusiastic students, unless they be- 
come real plumbers, electricians or other ex- 
perts, will not wish tg be kept in practice. A 
philosopher like Seneca would also realize that 
being competent to fix small plumbing jobs does 
not necessarily mean being able to take care of 
minor electrical emergencies.

HANTUNG has come to have a somewhat ominous 
S sound, The name of that rich province is apt to 

remind the observer of happenings Oriental, that it 
was there, in 1897, that Germany, extending its influence 
in the Far East, won a valuable foothold in Asia. In 1914, 
it was there, then, that Japan, entering the Great War, 
launched her attack, resulting in foreseen victory and 
(thereafter) fourteen years of what diplomatic euphemy 
styles “peaceful penetration.” Today there are some 22,000 
Nipponese there resident, with holdings that must aggre- 
gate many millions of dollars. 

At Paris, in 1919, it was Shantung which brought one 
of the most troublesome texts (and tests) to the confer- 
ence board, Japan at last being left in possession, with 
(hina vindictive. At Washington, in 1922, this situation 
sanely was revised, if not exactly reversed, thanks largely 
to the tactful guidance of Secretary Hughes and Lord 
Balfour, and once more China’s sovereignty became the 
fact, though Tokyo was reserved a one-half control of 
the railway until (not later than 1937) China should have 
paid a 40,000,000 ven indemnity. And now, again, Shan- 
tung has claimed first page, top column, in the news, 
through the clash there between Japanese troops and the 
north-sweeping Nationalists—~and none knows yet just 
which side began it all!

The suddenness, as well as sharp intensity, of the event

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Progress in the Balkans 


pioneer land. Conditions in the Balkans have been 

hard and meager for centuries, but they now give 
promise of a happy future. There is not a country in that 
part of Europe that has not made commendable progress 
since the war. Some have made remarkable advances. 

Take, for example,. the simple matter of housing. At 
the close of the war many people in the Balkan countries 
could not find dwellings to live in. Some were actually 
out in the open. So the Balkan governments confiscated 
all houses and very strictly: controlled the letting of rooms 
and apartments. Now this’ situation has radically im- 
proved. Large new quarters have been added to all the 
Balkan capitals and whole suburbs have been founded. 

And aleng with the new houses have come a better 
water supply, better lighting systems and better trans- 
portation facilities. Bucharest has an abundance of excel- 
lent water and a new well-conducted street-car system. 
Belgrade has new pavements, new street cars, and a large 
number of excellent new omnibuses. Athens has many 
large, very well kept and well paved boulevards and a 
large number of omnibus lines which give good service. 
And further improvements along these lines are continu- 
allv being made. 

The progress in the railroad service is equally note- 
worthy. The best service is in-Greece, whose railroads 
furnish not only excellent first and second class cars, but 
clean, comfortable, well kept and very well lighted third 
class coaches. Jugoslavia has built a number of new lines 
and has many more under construction. She has fairly 
good cars and good service. 
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In the matter of schools there has’ been extraordinary 
progress in the Balkans, with Rumania leading. In Bul- 
garia, also, many large and absolutely modern school 
buildings have recently been built and the number of 
years of compulsory education has been inereased from 
four to seven. New school laws have recently been passed 
in Bulgaria and Rumania and such a law is now to be 
presented to the Parliament in Jugoslavia. 

In each of the four principal Balkan countries there 
has been inaugurated an agrarian reform of the greatest 
significance, through which land has been distributed 
among the peasants. This measure should eventually prove 
to be very beneficial to the villagers. 

In the whole of the Balkan Peninsula this reform has ~ 
been accompanied by a steady, and in many places, a 
rapid increase in the number of city and village co-opera- 
tive societies. In Bulgaria, Jugoslavia and northern Greece 
these organizations exert a verv helpful influence on the 
economic habits of the common people. 
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It mav also not be amiss to note that in all the Balkan 
lands the people have begun to dress better. This is verv 
noticeable in the ease of the policemen, the soldiers and 
the umitormed officiak. 

At the same time there has been an improvement in 
the quality of public service. There is less “erait.”’ less 
corruption, more courtesy. The are more con- 
scientious and take more pride in their works A better 
diseipline prevails. 

There has also been a decided change in the political

Gazette, Lausanne, waxes quite poetical on the subject, 
thus: 

Times have changed. Instead of creeping slowly uphill 
in a jJolting siagecoach drawn by horses, it is now pos- 
sible to penetrate into the wildest alpine regions comfort- 
ably seatcd in a swift alpine car. The luxuriant meadows 
of lower-lying regions are soon left behind as the car 
speeds uphill through pine and larchwoods, past stretches 
of hillside, red with alpine roses, and through wild rocky 
regions where the whistle of the marmot is heard, till it 
reaches the very edge of the glacier. The numerous bends 
on these mountain roads present no difficulties to the fine 
cars owned by the Federal postal authorities. The steepest 
gradients are descended with perfect ease and smoothness, 
through davk gorges and along the edges of yawning preci- 
pices, Statistics prové that the number of passengers an- 
nually amounts to more than a quarter of a million. 

The allusion to the whistle of the marmot shows that 
the writer possesses more than usual imaginative power, 
for one may spend a long time in Switzerland before 
seeing this little animal, which has good reason to be shy. 
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“To study in Geneva is, in the fullest. sense of the word, 
to share in the daily evolution of the most important 
political experiment in modern history. The almost con- 
tinuous series of conferences and commission meetings 
organized either by the League of Nations or the Inter- 
national Labor Office, the regular Council meetings and, 
most important of all, the yearly sessions of the League 
Assembly and the International Labor Organization, gives 
an intimate and personal acquaintance with the new 
forces which are remolding the worid.” So writes Harry 
D. Gideonse, director of the Students’ International Union 
at Geneva, formerly a member of the faculty of Columbia 
University, in a pamphlet on the United States student 
in Geneva. Young Americans, he says, are in increasing 
numbers turning to the European continent for a year of 
advanced study on leaving college. For they realize the 
advantage of acquiring at least one foreign language and 
the widened outlook, both political and cultural, which a 
year's residence in a citv like Geneva offers. 
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The student who wishes to study the work of the 
League of Nations should also make a point of attending 
the lectures given by the Institute of International’ Rela- 
tions, and the course of the Geneva School of Interna- 
tional Studies, in August and September, when Prof. 
Alfred Zimmern attracts large audiences. The Interna- 
tional Bureau of Education will also hold a special course 
of studies from August 20 to September 1 at Geneva ‘this 
vear, “in order to develop the general sense of interna- 
tional co-operation.” This course is primarily intended 
for teachers, and will deal in particular with the work of 
the Intellectual Co-operation Committee which has its 
headquarters in Paris. The idea of these lectures; in fact, 
originated in an invitation which this committee sent out 
to private associations and governments to take steps to 
teach the rising generation to regard international co- 
operation as the habitual method of dealing with world 
affairs. Instruction will be given in civic and national 
education and its bearing on the problem of world citi- 
zenship and the prevention of war by means of arbitration 
and conciliation, and in this way the story of international 
co-operation in politics, literature and science will be told. 
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In the University Institute of International Studies the 
student will find all that he n advanced studies 
In international probiems. ‘This which Paul 
Mantoux, formerly head of the: political section of the 
League of Nations Secretariat, is the director, is assisted 
by a grant from a f6undation in the United States which 
is conditional on a sum of 60,00U franes annually being 
contributed by the Swiss Government. There is some 
ditheulty for the moment about finding this amount, 
which the financial commission of the Federal Government 
has advised should not be contributed out,of the tax- 
payers’ money. But it is impossible to beheve that the 
institute will be closed because this comparatively small 
sum cannot be raised. In the meantime it is contmuing 
its courses for students-avhich consist in a series of lec- 
tures by members of the Secretariat of the League of 
Nations and the International Labor Othce, including 
special short courses of study in economic and_ political 
questions by statesmen and other prominent Visitors to 
Geneva. 

A lecture on the heroes of peace will he a feature of the 
course, and the success of the conterence which the Inter- 
national Committee of Education held at Prague on 
“Peace by the School,’ has encouraged the promoters of 
the new course of studies to hope that governments will 
assist teachers and professors to take advantage of it. 
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A new article has been added to the Federal 
Constitution, which prescribes that children born in 
Switzerland of a Swiss mother and a foreign father shall 
for the future be included among Swiss citizens. This 
proposal, which was the subject of a referendum, was 
accepted by 314,268 votes against 127,068. Up to the 
present such children have had the mght of opting for 
the nationality of their. father, which enabled them to 
escape the ordinarv obligations of Swiss citizens, although 
they differed very little from any other Swiss children. 
There was some grumbling on the part of the Swiss public 
at the increased cost, estimated at 400,000 franes a vear, 
which will be thrown on the cantons and the communes 
for the education of these new little Swiss citizens. But 
the voting in the referendum shows that the great ma- 
jority of the Swiss people do not think that this is too 
large a sum to pay for the advantage of absorbing these 
children into the Nation. 
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The fete of flowers, which is now as much an annual 
celebration at Geneva as the more famous fétes at Nice 
or Cannes, will be held this vear on June 23 and 24. 
Already appeals are being made by the associations of 
the interests of Geneva to societies, clubs and automo- 
bilists to take part in the procession which will pass down 
the Quai du Wilson and the Quai du Mont Blanc, the 
fine esplanade which faces the lake from the Pont du 
Mont Blane to the Palace of the Nations, the former 
Hotel National. Forty thousand francs will be distributed 
in prizes among the various classes of competitors, which 
will include not only decorated automobiles or horse-

drawn vehicles and groups of horsemen and people on

After the procession 
comes the battle of flowers and confetti, while.a fireworks 
display on the lake in the evening and an official ball at 
the hotel des Bergues finish the day’s rejoicings.
